ity, a little more modesty in claim- 
ing the honor of being tho first to 
discover frauds, n little loss selllsh- 
.ness in tho effort to oorroot abuses, 
and a great dual le.is anxiety to fasten 
tho guilt of common sins entirely 
upon Republicans, 
It is very bad 


taste, to say tho loast, for man who 
are notorious for having used every 
effort in their power to bankrupt tli'o 
Government, aud who are renponiu- 
bio for the present national d«bt, to

•cry "stop thief" tho very moment 
4hoy find themselves in position to 


bo heard. Thoy forgot that thoy ant

KCONOAIY AND 11ANKUUPTCY. 


Wo have often hoard it urged that 


tho salaries paid by tho Government 
and States will uot permit a poor 
man to accept offloo. If such bo the 
ease, which wo do not believe, then 
tho conditions which society exacts 
should bo c.uat aside, and let ns re 
turn to tho good old days of oldeu 
times. Tho San I'ranoisoo Bulletin 
has an article upon this subject 
which fnlly expresses our sentiments. 
Wo copy it: 


General Sherman 
says thut ho 


could not afford to live in Washing 
ton, because it costs too much to 
conform to tho social requirements 
of thut city. There is not a single 
Federal ollicos at Washington, except 
tho President, who is receiving a 
salary sufficient to maintain the style 
which the social standard at present 
demands. General Sherman receives 
812,090. Tho rent of a costly house, 
parties, receptions aud equipages 
would consume it and nion> too, 
Sliorman prefers to bo honest nnd 
give tho truo reason for living in a 
plainer wuy. Tho Cabinet officers 
roooivo 810,000 n year. No one ex- 
cept tho Secretary of tho State is 
actually inquired to entertain largely. 
J3ut other mumbors of the Ciibint, us 
wall as many members of Congress 
have adopted this precedent and on 
tprtuin largely. In fact social arabi 
tion culminates iu sitting up a costly 
establishment at Washington, in ele- 
gant receptions, dinners and dress, 
Tho 
necessary 
outlay 
would bo 


double that of tha highest salary 
paid, except in the case of tho Prosi 
ilont. 


Now, 
if it costs §20,000 per annum 


to live in that stylo, and the income 
of the party is only $10,000, what in 
to bo done? Either he must draw 
on the principal of his private for- 
tune, if ho has any, or iu default of 
that must go into some outside spec- 
ulations, 
or 
resolutely refuse to 


S|jtmd a dollar beyond his salary. 
The plua in justification of a plain 
stylo of living ought to bo a satis- 
factory one. The Government does 
not pay itn servants sullioiont to war- 
rants any other course, and it does 
not demand it as a duty. If tho 
Government does not demand, pray, 
why should society exact it? Gen- 
eral liolknup was maintaining an es- 
tablishment at nearly double tho out- 
lay which could bo mot by his salary, 
Die deficit must bo made up in some 
other way. Wo know how it was 
done, Tho sources of income were 
uncovered nnd Mio scandal assumed 
a national importance. 


Now the social tyranny which 


drives men into both moral and finan- 
cial bankruptcy needs to bo confront- 
ed by a strong and healthy opposi- 
tion. If a Cabinet officer or member 
of Congress desires to sot up a 
splendid establishment ut Welling- 
ton at a cost of from fifty to onu 
hundred thousand dollars'a your, 
there is iu> law to prevent it. There 
are wwalthy diplomats representing 
foreign Governments who may spend 
us much, or more, 
But why should 


republican simplicity become en- 
tangled with such precedents? 


Moreover, is it not possible to 


Adjust a social standard on a morn 
honorable basis, not only at Wash- 
ington, but in every large city of tho 
country? Is it not possible for peo- 
ple of culture and moral character 
to make''palatial" residences, dash- 
ing oqnipugos and stunning recap- 
tioiiH the loast important of all sooiul 
factors? 
Is standing to bo deter- 


mined hereafter by the sisjo of one's 
house, the elegance of bis f nrnituro 
and tho extravagance of his table? 
Is thoro not another kind of wealth 
more difficult to attain?—tho wealth 
df character, culture, attainments— 
tho sterling moral qualities which 
make good mcu and women? 


Wo have come upon ovil times if it 


in not still bolter to wear plain clothes, 
livo in a plain house, practice coon, 
omy, which brings the domestic ex- 
penditure within tho income, rather 
than to sot up a nostly establishment 
»t onop and drift toward Moral and 
financial ruin. Even at Washington 
wo urn told that there aro some who 
dufv the social tyranny whioh pro- 
scribes ostentation, and that they 
»rw quite content with such oonoidor- 
ation as honeat independence re- 
ceives.
